SurcoRsnr Also Former Putnam Man.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 18 (UP)—
Secret resignation of Arthur Beat,

IS DISCOVERED

MYSTERY WOMAN "KEY WIT.
NESS IN MURDER OF
CHICAGO REPORTER

HER STORY IS KEPT SECRET

Woman's Name Also Known Only By
State’s Attorney Swanson.
Authorities Jubilant.

CHICAGO, July 18 (UP)—State’s
Attorney John A. Swanson annoum-
ed today that a solution of the mur-
der of Alfred J. Lingle, Chicago Tri-
bune crime reporter, has been obtain-
ed through an unnamed woman eye-
witness.

"She saw the killer shoot Lingle,”
Swanson said.

The experience caused the woman
to suffer a nervous breakdown and
she is under the rare of a physician,
the state’- attorney said.

Swanson’s announcement was made
with evident jubilation at the possi-
bilities opened up by the di-covery of
the witness.

"We regard her as the ‘key' to th#
Lingle slaying,” he mid. "It is the
first tangible progress we have made
toward solving the mystery."

Because, he said, it might hamper
the investigation started by the mys-
tery woman’s story, Swan on would
not -ay whether the layer had been
idetified.

Neither would he give details of
the witnesses' story, or reveal wheth-
er a motive had been found.

“The woman is a key witness. We
cannot give the details of her story,"
Swason said.

However, the state'- attorney did
relate  the witnesses' experiences
leading up to the time when the
shooting occurred In the Randolph
Street Illinois Central subway on
June 9.
